Exact details cannot be obtained, but there 
is no doubt as to bank crashes in. the States 
having in this manner affected a certdin 
number of poor people in Clare, who relied 
on Christmas gifts from their exiled children 
to pay rates and land annuities and provide 
something special to mark the festival. 

Last year over £15,000 was received in 
Clare in money orders and drafts during 
Christmas and New Year weeks. 

The bank drafts represented only a small 
percentage of the total.

doubts upon her wisdom. During this 
year Geneva has been engaged on a pro- 
gramme oí disarmament which, in the 
coming year, the Powers of the world will 
be reguired to ratify. 'This will be the 
real test, and it will be decided not by the 
nations’ Governments, but by the nations 
themselves. War will vanish out of the 
earth when—and only when—that im- 
measurable boon is demanded by an 
international public opinion which no 
Government, monarch or dictator will 
dare to defy. 

What a different place the world would 
be if it could be pervaded, not for one 
week of the year, but for fifty-two weeks, 
by the spirit of Christmas! By all normal 
standards yesterday was an exasperating 
day in Dublin. Trams never were more 
crowded, streets never more densely 
thronged ; yet nobody grumbled. Every- 
body was ready to be happy, to impart 
his own happiness to others, and, in some 
curious way, to regard minor discomforts 
as a factor in the season’s joy of living. 
We are told that, as the world grows older. 
1t grows sadder, and that even youth has 
lost the old illusions: No doubt, such 
pessimism was popular in the year when 
Tiberius made his census, but the 
recurring Christmasses of nearly two 
thousand years have disproved it, as 
future Christmasses will disprove it until 
the end of time. The permanence of 
Christmas surely is an argument for man's 
immortality. May we not believe that its 
peculiar spell derives from the fact that, 
consciously or unconsciously, we spend the 
Christmas season sub specie aternitatis? 
It comes not merely as a respite, but as a 
promise. Our family gatherings are 
sweetened by the vision of reunions .n 
another world. A heightened feeling of 
brotherhood makes us impatient of other 
men’s distress, and, through some sort 
of revelation which many of us cannot 
explain to ourselves, our sense of values 
suffers a wholesome change. Our own 
cares suddenly become less important, and 
we become suddenly more sensitive to the 
cares of others. Our conduct is subject to 
a new arithmetic which ordains that the 
privileges of our wealth must be shared 
with poverty. So for men, women and little 
children, for rich and poor, for wise and 
simple, Christmas is a time of blessing. 
It is a physical benefit, a moral tonic, and 
a renewal of faith. We hope that this 
Christmastide will bring joy to the 
humblest of Irish homes, and we know 
that, in helping to fulfil this hope, our 
readers will create for themselves the 
surest guarantee of a happy Christmas. 


The need for effective supervision of 
Dublin’s milk supplies is urgent. An 
article which we print to-day expresses 
the medical attitude towards the lack of 
legislation on this subject. “ Milk,’’ we 
are told, “ came into a well-known Dublin 
institution a few days ago which was so 
unclean that a number of children became 
violently ill. That is the sort of thing 
that is happening all over the city.” The 
situation is paradoxical; for, while the 
Free State Government exercises a close 
and vigilant control over milk supplied 
to creameries, there is no supervision of 
milk designed for human consumption. 
We cannot wonder that the number of 
deaths in Dublin from _ tuberculosi« 
remains high, despite a decrease within 
recent years. Milk is a fundamental food. 
Its importance to the human race sur- 
passes that of all other foods, since it is 
the mainstay of childhood, Professor 
Bigger, of Dublin University, bringing 
facts to the support of reason, points out 
that in 1914, the year in which New York 
took action to secure a clean milk supply, 
the death-rate from abdominal tuber- 
culosis among infants, which previously 
had been twenty per 100,000, fell to six 
per 100,000. Since 1925, moreover, in 
direct consequence of this control, bovine 
tuberculosis has ‘become extinct in New 
York. Surely these facts must give 
Dublin pause. We do not believe that 
all dealers are in a like state of guilt, 
but—except where the milk is extremely 
foul—the public has no means of dis- 
crimination between pure and impure until 
sad experience has taught it a lesson. The 
only resort is to guide the milk trade in 
clean paths by the imposition of stringent 


regulations.

The mantle of pre-war Germany seems 
to have descended upon the shoulders of 
Soviet Russia. Her leaders, as the Special] 
Correspondent of The Times tells us, are 
wont to refer to the present peace between 
the Union of Socialist Sovict Republics 
and Western Europe as peredyshka, which 
may be translated as ‘‘ the little breathing 
space.” This breathing space they hold 
now to be approaching its end. 
Voroshiloff, the Commissar for War, 
already has informed the Congress of the 
Communist Party th.t his department is 
preparing for the moment when the State 
will be compelled to “ defend itself.”

DISORDERS IN BURMESE

RANGOON, Tuesday.

REGISTER AND BOARD

A GOOD deal of interest is being taken 
in a new bill to be promoted dur- 
ing the coming year, the objects of which 
are to establish a Board of Hairdressers 
in the Free State, to set up a register oí 
hairdressers, to give power to appoint a 
Registrar, and to authorise the Board to 
make certain regulations as to the form 
and mode of application for registration. 
The persons whom it is intended to 
register are persons who shall satisfy the 
Board that for five years their principal 
means of livelihood have been the practice 
of hairdressing in Saorstat Eireann, Great 
Britain or Northern Ireland. 
Persons to be qualified for registration 
must have served an apprenticeship of not 
less than five years, and shall pass such 
examination as the Board may prescribe, 
or they may be members of the em- 
ployers’ organisation or the employés’ 
organisation. 
Power is also sought to authorise the 
Board to refuse registration in certain 
cases, 
Other provisions are intended to make 
it unlawful and punishable by fine for 
any person not on the register to take or 
use any title implying that he is a re- 
gistered hairdresser, or to practise or re- 
present himself as being prepared to 
practise hairdressing. 
An exception is made in the case of a 
person who, though not himself a practis- 
ing hairdresser, employs others who are 
registered hairdressers.

WHERE THEY ARE HUNG. 
Mr. John J. Reynolds, Curator of the 
Municipal Gallery. of Modern Art, 
Harcourt street, Dublin, who is keenly 
interested on the subject of the Lane 
pictures, writes to us as follows :— 
“ I have just read in to-day’s issue your 
special. correspondéent’s very interesting 
and informative notice of ‘ Charlemont 
siouse, Dublin’s Art Gallery.’ 

“There is a slight inaccuracy, however, 
in the statement. that the ‘39 Lane 
Bequest pictures are in the crypt of the 
Tate Gallery.’ They are on public exhi- 
bition on the upper floors. The lower 
floors have been flooded by the Thaimes ; 
and the Gallery authorities themeslves are 
protesting against the erection of yene- 
rating stations in the neighbourhood, 
which will impregnate the air with 
sulphuretted hydrogen, hydrogen peroxide, 
etc., which are fatal to the pigments used 
in painting. The pictures were, however, 
stored in Gallery cellars until after Sir 
Hugh Lane’s death in 1915. 

“ The ‘39 Lane Bequest pictures '. are 
potentially—and indeed morally—the pro- 
perty of the City of Dublin, : as was 
admitted by the British Government’s own 
Committee of Inquiry (1925-1926), when it 
reported that when Sir Hugh Lane drew 
up the codicil ‘ he thought he was making 
a legal disposition of his property.’ ”’

AMERICAN METHODS. 

Laying emphasis on the need for 
Government action, Professor Bigger 
gave some figures showing what had been 
the effect in New York as the result of 
energetic methods. In that city pasteurisa- 
tion had been introduced in 1914, and a 
death-rate from abdominal tuberculosis in 
‘ infants under one year fell from 20 per 
100,000 in 1913—the year before the intro- 
duction of pasteurisation—to a death-rate 
of six per 100,000 in 1914. 

The figures showed that since 1923 the 
death-rate from non-pulmonaty _ tuber- 
culosis amongst infants and children up 
to the age of fifteen had been practically 
constant, which, in his opinion, proved 
that bovine tuberculosis, as a result of 
the control of milk supplies, had become . 
an extinct disease in New York. 

Dr. Bigger believed that the problem 
of clean milk supply could be tackled 
only in two ways. One was to secure 
herds of cows free from tuberculosis, and 
the other was compulsory pasteurisation 
and providing for the grading of milk. 
With the latter would go cleanliness of 
animals, workers and utensils. 


LEGAL CONTROL OF TERMS. 

“-I am of opinion,” said the professor, 
“that no producer should be allowed to 
send out milk unless he has a steam 
steriliser and a proper cooler. These are 
two of the most important things. Then 
there must be some lega! control of terms, 
such as in England, where they have 
certified graded milk. Clean milk means 
safe milk, particularly for infants and 
young children.”’ 

Professor Bigger expressed the opinion 
that the Royal Dublin Society, which has 
done so much for the improvement of 
cattle in. other directions, might be of 
enormous help in sécuring the improve- 
ment of the milk supplies of the com- 
munity.

THE PURITAN CAPTAIN. 


After many thrilling escapades, paralleling 
those of-its namusake, the statue of Captain 
Miles Standish, partially demolished bv 
lightning in 1 i ' 
bay at South Duxbury as though- nothing 
had ever happened. i 

The cost of rebuilding the  statue~is 
estimated at well over $10,000. When the 
head, shoulders, and sword arm of the figure 
were struck by a bolt of lightmng in July, 
1922, a new upper portion’ Was made at ‘a 
cost of more than $5,000. It was found, 
however, that the lower part, wither through 
disintegration or lightning. shock, was too 
weak to support the upper part, and this 
was removed in 1925. 

Nothing was done to rebuild the statue 
until years later when an offer from a 
prominent Boston woman to pay for its 
reconstruction brought the matter to the 
attention of the Legislature. An Act was 
then passed authorising an appropriation for 
its renovation.

THE BASIC PRINCIPLES. 


Mr. Louis Adamic, in an American maga- 
zine, gives a very simple explanation of the 
mysterious control of gangsters over the trade 
unions; “ racketeering’ is the term, though 
it is chiefly applied to the control maintained 
over trades and businesses as well. He says 
that most ‘of the Chicago trade unions have 
been saved from extinction by dynamite and 
‘‘ slugging,”” He met one of these sluggers, 
who is-employed at fifty dollars a job to con- 
vert weak brethren in the ranks of labour to 
true trade union principles. He tells us —, 

‘“l asked the slugger to tell mé something 
about his work, ‘Ob, there ain’t nothin’ to 
it,” he said. ‘1 gets my fifty, then I goes out 
and finds the guy they wanna have slugged, 
I goes up to ‘im and I says to ‘im, “il 
friend, by way of meaning no harm-—”. ai 
then I gives it to ’im—biff! in the mug.

The smoke nuisance could be controlled tke K. Elliot 
and promptly ended by the aid of electronic | ,,7 LLOW PA 
devices already developed and in use vy} Da oly 
engineers (according to Mr. H. 0. Caldwell, 
an American expert, reported in tiie 
New York Times). 

“ These remarkable electronic devices,” he 
says, “actually ‘ see’ smoke released by the 
careless fireman by day or night, and 
instantly apply correctives without the inter 
vention of a human hand. 

**For example, there is the electronic 
‘ smoke inspector ' now installed in a number 
of important power plants. ‘This device is 
an electric eye, or photoelectric cell, near the 
bottom of the smokestack. Opposite it, across 
the stack, is an ever-burning electric light. 

“ If a cloud of black smoke, resulting trom 
careless firing, starts up the stack, the photo- 
cell is eclipsed and instantly operates switches 
to start up big blowers. ‘hese at once deliver 
an excess of fresh oxygen to the furnace and 
the smoke is burned up. All this happens 
automatically, and is in full operation before 
the smoke gust has reached the top of the 
chimney. 
“ Automatic detection of night smoke is 
especially important in doing away with the 
city’s, smoke nuisance. Despite human watch- 
fulness, many chimneys are now allowed to 
pour forth great clouds of smoke under cover 
‘of darkness. Usually there is little wind in 
the early morning, therefore these smoke- 
clouds settle on the community and produce 
the familiar black gloom which overhangs the 
city until 9 or 10 o'clock in the morning. 

“ Elimination of this night and early 
merning smoke pall will go two-thirds of the 
way towards s:lution of the smoke-evil pro- 
blem in New York and other cities. ' 

““Á wringer or centrifugal drier may re- 
n:ove as much as 90 per cent. of the water, 
but. the remaining 10 per cent. can re- 
moved only by evaporation, that is,. by mole- 
cular action. i | 

‘Hanging clothes out-of-doors to dry by 
evaporation is the ideal method, if the air is 
clean and the sun is shining, because the 
clothes are dried without soiling, and are 
partly sterilised. It is not ideal if the air is 
| full of dust. or the weather. stormy. An 
indpor drier is neatly independent of the 
weather and of the condition of the air. 
It .dries the clothes in a convection current 
of hot air produced by a gas-burner or other 
heater. 

“ Household ironers »i the single-roll type 
have a shoe which is heated by gas or 
electricity, and it may have one end of the 
roll open to facilitate the ironing process. 
The clothes are moved across the face oí the 
hot shoe by the revolving roll, and are there- 
by dried and smoothed. The roll is driven 
by an electric motor and gearing. -
